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ing act of faith by which we ac- 

cept Jesus Christ as our person- 
al Saviour, and enter into the family 
circle of the children of God, unites 
us also to Christ Himself. He told 
His disciples that He was the true 
Vine, and that they were “the branch- 
es,” receiving all their spiritual vital- 
ity through their connection with Him. 
And this spiritual vitality is not merely 
“everlasting life’ in the sense that it 
will continue beyond the grave, but a 
force that should find expression 
every day in useful words and kindly 
deeds, glorifying Him from whom it 
is derived, and making known to 
others its power to deliver us from 
the dominion of sin. The faith which 
is unto salvation imparts this power 
into the life, and enables its possessor 
to bring forth works useful to our 
fellows and acceptable unto God. 
Mere intellectual assent to certain 
propositions—similar for example, to 
that given by intelligent Roman Cath- 
olics to the dogma of the Papal In 
fallibility—will produce little visible 
result on the life—and the Apostle 
James accurately describes that kind 
of “faith” as “dead.” 





It is important, 


however, to bear in mind, that in the 
real Christian life the works are the 


‘* When thou art converted, strengthen thy brethren.’’—Luke xxil: 32. 
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outcome of the salvation obtained by 
the faith that saves. This is precisely 
the opposite process to that taught to 
our Roman Catholic friends, who are 
told to perform certain good deeds in 
order to obtain salvation, or to please 
God. The Scriptures, however, plainly 
set forth that these “works” by which 
we, as children of God, magnify His 
saving grace in the eyes of those who 
know Him uot ‘are produced by the 
working out of the salvation which has 
already taken possession of our hearts. 
The faith that saves is the gift of God, 
who is no respecter of persons, and 
will give liberally unto all who come 
unto Him through Christ, His dearly 
beloved Son, pleading His merits and 
presenting their petitions in His all- 
prevailing Name. Let us rejoice that 
we can obtain this precious gift with- 
out money and without the good of- 
fices of any saint or anzel or Pope or 
priest. The Apostle Paul tells us in 
Philippians to work out the salvation 
we have received, “for it is God who 
worketh in us ;” and in Ephesians : “By 
grace are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves; it is the gift of 
For we are His 
workmanship, created in Christ Jesus 
unto good works.” 


God; not of works. 
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Sociological and Humanitarian Work 

Without the Gospel. 

The tendency of the age in which 
we live is to exalt the human side of 
life with its possibilities of develop- 
ment. Great associations are inaugu- 
rated for the betterment of mankind, 
and many good people are supporting 
social settlements and civic organiza- 
tions for the purpose of making life 
brighter and toil lighter for the masses.

Many Catholics Leaving the Roman 
Church. 

The revolt against Rome in Catho- 
lic countries is a remarkable feature 
of the religious movement of our time. 
The best and brightest men in that 
Church are turning away from it. 
Many shrink from the publicity at- 
tending a formal renunciation of the 
doctrines of the Church and quietly 
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unite with Protestant churches. Others 
retire to the calm pursuits of philos- 
ophy and find relief for their con- 
science in freedom from hypocrisy. 
Such men do not know the way of God 
in the redemption of Christ Jesus, for 
the Gospel has been “hid” from them 
in their intellectual efforts to solve the 
mystery of life. The testimony of 
Christian men and women who know 
in Whom they believe would be light 
and comfort to those bewildered minds 
and bring rest and peace to those wan- 
dering souls. Formal preaching in 
churches or academic lectures and 
treatises have not the inspiring effect 
of the living testimony and poetic sen- 
timent of the followers of Jesus who 
know that they are children of God, 
not by might, nor by power, but by the 
Spirit dwelling in them. Christians 
who sing with the heart as well as the 
mouth can understand the happy con- 
dition of the Catholic who joins in 
the hymn, 
Just as I am, without one plea, 
But that Thy blood was shed for me, 
And that Thou bidst me come to Thee— 
O Lamb of God! I come, I come. 
The less cultured Catholic as well 
as the most learned priest can be in- 
fluenced by the testimony of the wit- 
nesses for Christ who have a zeal of 
God according to knowledge, who be- 
lieve with the heart and confess with 
the mouth the salvation they have re- 
ceived from Jesus Christ. 
Withdrawal of Distinguished Priests. 
While so many Catholics are quietly 
withdrawing from the Roman Catholic 
Church, there are others, bold, brave 
spirits, who publicly declare their rea- 
sons for renouncing the evil system. 
Notable among these are the most 
learned men in the priesthood. We 











remember the case of Father Tyrrell, 
the most brilliant member of the Jes- 
uit Order in England, who last year 
was excommunicated for his expo- 
sure of the false teaching of the Ro- 
man Church. Now following Father 
Tyrrell’s example, one of the great 
lights of the Jesuits in Italy has writ- 
ten to the Corriere della Sera a letter 
of resignation from the Jesuit Order, 
which tor clearness of thought, vigor 
of language, and forceful denuncia- 
tion of Jesuitism and Romanism (syn- 
onymous terms) is without parallel. 
More and more learned priests and 
Catholics will leave the Roman Church 
as knowledge is diffused and enlight- 
enment progresses. Let Gods people, 
Christians of all denominations, bid 
them welcome into the household of 
faith, even as we hope to meet in the 
Father’s house of many mansions all 
who call upon the name of the Lord in 
sincerity and truth, trusting in Jesus 
for salvation from error and sin and 
reconciliation with God. 
Inquiries About Former Priests, 
Many lett.rs come to us inquiring 
for Father Crowley’s present condi- 
tion, spirit.al and temporal, and for 
the Rev. J. R. Slattery, the friend of 
Cardinal Gibbons, and the Rev. Thom- 
as J. Mulvey of Brooklyn, and several 
other priests in the United States who 
have recently withdrawn from the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. As those gen- 
tlemen have laid down their ministry 
and retired to private life, and never 
had any connection with Christ’s Mis- 
sion, the religious movement out of 
the Church of Rome, it is only when 
they make a public declaration of 
their sentiments that we feel justified 
in referring to them. When they do 
that, we shall be most happy to lay 
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before our readers whatever they may 


say. The priests who come to Christ’s 
Mission not only renounce all alle- 
giance to the Roman Catholic Church 
and denounce the evil and corruption 
in doctrine and practice they have wit- 
nessed there, but they accept the new 
faith and the new moral life that union 
with Christ can give to all who believe 
on Him and trust Him as the Saviour, 
the only Mediator between God and 
their souls.

JAMES A. O'CONNOR, PASTOR. 
HE congregation at the services 
in Christ’s Mission, October 4, 
extended a cordial greeting to Pastor 
O’Connor on his recovery from the 
attack of appendicitis that had trou- 
bled him during the preceding months. 
There was a large attendance present 
at the afternoon service. The Rev. 
Dr. Joseph Sanderson led in prayer, 
and Major T. C. Marshall read the 
Scriptures from the Epistle of Paul to 
the Galatians, while Mr. Ira W. Mar- 
shall, the faithful organist, led the 
singing, in which the congregation 
heartily joined. 

Taking for a text the eighth and 
ninth verses of the Epistle to the Gal- 
atians, Pastor O’Connor said: 

The Everlasting Gospel. 

On coming together after the quiet 
summer season when only few persons 
in the city attend religious meetings, 
the congregation at Christ’s Mission 
could have no better greeting than 
these words of the Apostle Paul. From 
the very beginning of the work of 
Christ’s Mission the everlasting Gos- 
pel has been preached at the services, 
and with the blessing of God the day 
will never come when any other Gos- 
pel will be preached here. The very 
name of this institution indicates that 
its work should be in harmony with 
the mission of Christ to mankind. The 
purpose of that mission is plainly set 
forth in the Gospel of John: “God so 
loved the world that He gave His only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth on Him should not perish, but 


have everlasting life. For God sent 


not His Son into the world to con- 
demn the world, but that the world 
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through Him might be saved.” In 
these two verses we have an epitome 
of all the religious teaching needed 
by mankind ; and the minister of Christ 
is faithful to his calling only when he 
makes this the foundation of his work 
for the glory of God and the salvation 
of souls. Yea, if he preaches any 
other Gospel than that which reveals 
the Father in heaven to inquiring souls 
and lifts up Christ as the Saviour of 
sinful men, it is not the Gospel of the 
Son of God, and the anathema of the 
Apostle will be incurred. Christ, the 
Gift of God, came from the Father's 
heart of love that we, having lost our 
inheritance by our sins and rebellion, 
might be restored to our rightful place 
in the Father’s house.

Though we have gone every 
one his own way, yet there still re- 
mains in the heart of every man a 
longing for peace and rest, which can 
come only by restoration to union with 
the divine life. We are God’s children 
by creation, but we have set up the

All through the history 
of the Old Testament we see how 
God dealt with the rebellion, idolatry 
and sin of His people; and we know 
from the record of the New Testa- 
ment how He will deal with us if we 
heed not the voice of His Son calling 
us to come to Him and be saved. Jesus 
Christ came to make known to us our 
privileges as 


obedience and _ sinfulness, 


God's children, even 
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while we have been alienated by wick- 
ed works—He came to save sinners, 
the Just One offered Himself on Cal- 
vary’s cross for the unjust that they 
might be reconciled to God. Shall we 
not then, here and now, listen to His 
voice, and heed it, saying, “Come un- 
to me and I will lead you to the Fath- 
er and restore you to the place which 
you have forfeited in the heavenly 
house. Come, and I will give rest un- 
to your souls.” He has the power to 
do this—all: power in heaven and on 
earth was given unto Him by the 
Father, and that power He will exer- 
cise for us and upon us, if we are wil- 
ling and obedient. There is no rest 
for us in the material life of the 
world, but there is rest for all who 
call upon the name of the Lord Jesus, 
who repent of the evil done and ac- 
cept the salvation He offers. 


A ROMAN CATHOLIC ERROR. 


In the former life of many in this 
congregation we had the idea that we 
could not come into the presence of 
the Father except through the offices 


of our fellowmen; and all Roman 
Catholics still imagine that they have 
no right to claim the divine promises 
except through the mediation of others 
living and dead. The Roman Catho- 
lic Church instead of saying, “Come 
to Christ,” says to the people, “Come 
to the priest; come to the Church; 
come to the sacraments; come to the 
saints; come to the Virgin Mary; 
come and receive the benefit of what 
your fellowmen can do for you.” Now 
Christ tells us that all power has been 
given unto Him in Heaven and on 
earth; there is therefore no need for 
us to invoke the aid of any of these 
human agencies or inventions, even if 
they had any real power in this direc-

tion. We can come to our Father 
and our God through His Son Jesus 
Christ. 


WHY JESUS CAME ON EARTH. 


We boast in these days, of our great 
civilization and progress, and of the 
material advantages produced by the 
development and application of scien- 
tific knowledge and discoveries: but 
the development of these things, the 
evolution of the material man, was not 
in the mind of God when He sent His 
Son into the world. Jesus came to 
this earth in order that man, knowing 
God and his relation to Him, might 
be placed in a right attitude for the op- 
erations of the Holy Spirit—the de- 
velopment of man’s spiritual nature— 
and that we might take our rightful 
places in the Father’s house. In the 
Roman Church no one is taught that 
he has a right to look up to the heav- 
enly Father and plead the merits of 
Christ for his acceptance and justi- 
fication. If he should ask priest, bish- 
op or Pope how he can come to 
Christ, the answer would be, you 
must be baptized by a priest, you must 
confess your sins to him and receive 
his absolution, and let the sacraments 
which he alone can administer be the 
means of grace to you; and above all, 
you must have faith in the Church and 
in the leaders of the Church. But af- 
ter all that is done, what would hap- 
pen, what does happen? No Roman 
Catholic ever knows that he has been 
really pardoned or fully reconciled to 
God by the sacraments or the official 
action of the priest, who may have no 
faith in these things. The Roman 
Catholic is taught that the priest is 
the channel of divine grace, mercy and 
love, that through his hands only does 
Almighty God make effectual the di- 









vine purpose to bring back wilful, 
wandering, sinful man to righteous- 
ness and holiness of life. In the 
economy of salvation for Roman 
Catholics the priest takes the place of 
Christ—Sacerdos alter Christus, the 
priest another Christ, was an axiom 
when I was one of them—and is sup- 
posed to do for their souls what the 
Son of God accomplished by His life, 
His teaching and His death. That is 
the true Roman Catholic doctrine. 
Blasphemous it is, and alas! deadly 
for those who have been deluded and 
deceived by such teaching. 


THE CONDITION OF PRIESTS. 


In this work of Christ’s Mission we 
do not make war on men, priests, bish- 
ops or Popes, or exhibit them as awful 
examples of degeneracy. But they are 
no better than other men; yea, history 
records and observation and experi- 
ence confirm the statement that many 
Roman Catholic ecclesiastics through 
the grades from Popes down have 
been monsters of iniquity, whom it is 
impossible to conceive Almighty God 
would use as “channels of grace.” I 
need say no more on that subject. I 
can speak from experience and from 
intercourse, more or less intimate, with 
a thousand priests during my life, 
since I was ordained one of them thir- 
ty-seven years ago, that there are 
many priests who are better than their 
Church. Every one of them who has 
heard the confessions of their brother 
priests knows how many are striving 
to lead good virtuous lives, and how 
many fail in their efforts. In the sev- 


enth chapter of the Epistle of Paul to 
the Romans, the Apostle pictures their 
Many 
crying out, O 
Who shall 


condition as well as his own. 
a priest to-day is 
wretched man that I am! 
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deliver me from the priesthood of 
Rome? I thank God, says the Apostle, 
deliverance can come through our 


Lord Jesus Christ. So the priests of 
Kome must come out of the abomina- 
tions of that system before they can 
be used of God in the salvation of the 
people or find rest for their own souls. 


PEOPLE OFTEN BETTER THAN PRIESTS. 


And the people? What of their spir- 
itual condition while relying upon the 
good faith and depending upon the 
sacraments of the priests who are sin- 
ners like themselves? The priests who 
have come to Christ’s Mission have 
testified in scores of cases that they 
had felt humiliated, wretched and un- 
happy in listening to the confessions 
of men and women who were more 
virtuous and better in all respects than 
themselves. If the people are better 
than the priests, why should they go 
to confession to them? Because they 
do not know any other way of being 
reconciled to God. They do not know 
that they can come directly to God 
through Jesus Christ and confess their 
sins to Him and receive pardon and 
forgiveness. He, the Saviour, is able 
and willing to forgive all who come 
unto God by Him. For this He came 
from the bosom of the Father and of- 
fered Himself as the Sacrifice for the 
sins of the whole world. Being rec- 
onciled to God by the death of His 
Son, there is no more sacrifice but that 
of contrite and humble hearts and be- 
lieving minds. Oh, Catholic friends, 
come to Jesus and be saved. There is 
no condemnation to them who are in 
Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 


flesh, but after the Spirit, who follow 
not the course of this sinful, wicked 
world, or the ways of Rome, but walk 
in the way of righteousness as children 
of God and heirs of the Kingdom. 
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GOD'S GIFT FOR ALL.

-All true believers are His 
disciples, and the Spirit teaches them 
all that is needful for the soul’s salva- 
tion. “As many as are led by the 
Spirit of God,” says Paul in the eighth 
chapter of the Epistle to the Romans, 
“They are the sons of God.” And 
he adds, “Ye have not received the 
spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye 
have received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father. And 
this Spirit beareth witness with our 
spirit that we are the children of God: 
and if children, then heirs; heirs of 
God, and joint heirs with Christ.” 
What a glorious promise! Sinful men

The great difficulty with Roman 
Catholics is that they are conscious 
of their unworthiness in the sight of 
God; they have received in the doc- 
trines of their Church the spirit of 
bondage to fear, against which the 
Apostle warned believers. They think 
they are not fit to appear before God 
until they have “done penance” and 
confessed to the priest and implored 
the intercession of the saints, and paid 
money for etc., etc. They 
have not heard the voice of Jesus say- 
ing, “Come unto Me;” they do not 
know that if they repent and believe 
on His atoning sacrifice they can come 
and be saved. And how shall they 
know this? The priests or monks or 
nuns cannot enlighten them, for these 
do not know the way of salvation by 
faith in Christ any more than the peo- 
ple. The Bible is practically a closed 
book to all Roman Catholics. When 
Christian friends tell their Catholic 
acquaintances neighbors that 
every human being who believes in 
Jesus Christ as the Son of God, and 
pleads His life, death, and resurrec- 
tion as the only ground of justifica- 
tion, the work of God will be manifest 
in many conversions.

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every Christian, who enjoys the sal- 
vation of God can communicate. 

Every follower of Jesus should re- 
member that it was He who said: “The 
Son of Man has come to seek and to 
save the lost.” Who are the lost, and 
where shall we find them? Our first 
thought regarding that is, that we 
must go down to Hadley Hall in the 
Bowery where the beloved John Calla- 
han is daily and nightly pleading with 
sinners to come to Jesus, or go to the 
Water Street Mission or other similar 
places where the incorrigibly wicked, 
the outcasts of society, are welcomed. 
Now it is not merely the man or wom- 
an who has broken every one of the 
ten commandments who is “lost,” in 
the Scriptural sense, but also those 
who have lost their way in life’s jour- 
ney and have gone astray in their 
search for the right path. That is 
precisely the condition of the Roman 
Catholics, They have not the right 
way, they are lost—the priests as the 
shepherds, as well as their flocks, all 
have gone astray. 

Shall we not warn them and tell 
them of the Good Shepherd who is 
seeking them and calling them into 
the fold where He has housed us from 
the stormy temptations of Satan and 
the gloomy shadows of the false and 
Hickering lights of the doctrines of the 
Roman Church? Like those whom 
the Apostle declared accursed, the 
Pope and priests of Rome preach an- 
other Gospel than that of the Son 
of God, who said, “Come unto Me, 
and I will give you rest.”

Preachers at Christ’s Mission. 


During the absence of Pastor 
O’Connor for several weeks last month 
at Northfield, Mass., where he inau- 
gurated services for the Italian work- 
men who abound in Western Mas- 
sachusetts and New Hampshire, many 
friends conducted the services in 
Christ’s Mission. The Rev. Joseph 
Sanderson, D.D., LL.D., preached a 
great sermon in which Gospel truth 
was set forth and the errors of the 
Roman Catholic Church were laid 
bare. Dr. Sanderson is the Nestor of 
Presbyterianism in New York City, 
and despite his eighty-five years, his 
preaching is as vigorous and his lan- 
guage, with its fine literary flavor, as 
flowing as in the days of his youth. 
After the service in Christ’s Mission 
he preached the same day in the East 
Harlem Presbyterian Church, and his 
kind reference to the work of Christ’s 
Mission was greatly appreciated by 
the congregation. Dr. Sanderson was 
a great friend of Dr. John Hall’s, of 
the Fifth Presbyterian 
Church, and continues in happy rela- 
tions with the present pastors of that 
great Church, Drs. Stevenson and 
Hallenbeck. Major T. C. Marshall, 
who was, for about two years, one of 
the private secretaries of General Wil- 
liam Booth, the founder of the Salva- 
tion Army, and who is much inter- 
ested in the work of the Mission and 
THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC, conducted 
the service on another occasion; while 
the Rev. John Bancroft Devins, D.D., 
editor of the New York Observer, was 
the preacher on Sunday, October 25. 
Dr. Devins kindly referred to the 
work among the Italians at North- 
field during the month, and announced 
that Pastor O’Connor would preach on

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Sunday, November 1, and regularly 
thereafter, as his health was fully re- 
stored after the severe illness of the 
summer. : 


Work Among the Italians. 


The services for the Italians in 
Western Massachusetts which were’ 
commenced at Northfield in Septem- 
ber have been continued during the 
month of October, and the weather 
was so fine that the meetings were 
held every Sunday in a grove on the 
Seminary campus. Pastor O’Connor 
conducted the services and Rev. 
Thomas Barbieri, who has been at the 
Moody School in Mount Hermon since 
he left the priesthood in New York 
City last summer, was the speaker. 

With evident pleasure the Italians 
listened to his eloquent words in their 
native language. Another Italian 
student at Mount Hermon, Mr. Luigi 
Latini, one of the honor men of the 
school, took part in the service and 
several of the teachers and young la- 
dies of the Seminary sang hymns in 
Italian and English. The good pastor 
of the Northfield Congregational 
Church, Rev. Dr, Fay Smith, is in 
hearty sympathy with this work among 
the Italians. He announced the meet- 
ings from his pulpit, attended them 
personally with many of his congrega- 
tion, and invited the Italians to the 
services in his church. Several of 
them who could understand English 
accepted this invitation. 

At the last service that Pastor 


O’Connor attended, October 25, an 
Italian foreman of a camp in New 
Hampshire said he would bring sixteen 
of his men to the services the next 
Sunday. The meetings will be con- 
tinued by Messrs. Barbieri and Latini 


and the fine singers of the Northfield 
Seminary. 













ITEMS OF FOREIGN NEWS. 


HE Italian foreign office is deep- 
ly interested in the evening 
schools which are being established by 
Christians in America. Thus it has 
granted a considerable sum of money 
for books and school material to this 
work in Baltimore. But the Italians 
go elsewhere to labor. In Germany 
and Switzerland much Christian effort 
is being expended for their evangeli- 
zation. In Pforzheim in Baden where 
700 Italian workmen are settled, a 
Protestant Italian service is held every 
Sunday with about a hundred present. 
A church, manse and temperance res- 
taurant have been erected for the use 
of Italian laborers employed in the 
Lotschberg railway, near Berne in 
Switzerland. 


Dr. George Reinhold, a theological 
professor in the University of Vienna, 
has just published an elaborate book 
entitled,“The Old and The New Faith, 
Written for Educated Catholics.” In 
this he defends the Inquisition declar- 
ing that the medizval idea of punish- 
ing heresy with death cannot be ob- 
jected to “from the point of view of 
faith and the hcpe of immortality, since 
the value of a human soul which 
through error is exposed to the danger 
of eternal damnation is incomparably 
greater than that of the physical body 
or any earthly possession. An evan- 
gelical Christian should least of all 
take offence in view of what Christ 
has said in Mark, 9, 43.” (“It is better 
for thee to enter into life maimed than 
having two hands to go into hell.”) 

But one can hardly understand how 
“reducing a heretic to safe and orth- 
odox ashes,” to quote the phrase used 
in Ecce Homo, can in any way better 
his chance for Paradise. Next to 
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burning God’s children the writer 
knows nothing more heartless than de- 
fending such cruelties.

In the new reformation movement 


among German speaking peoples, there 
occur many significant incidents. The 
“ Bonafacius - Korrespondenz” com- 
plains that Protestant pastors are al- 
lowed to speak in grave-yards before 
mixed audiences at the burial of Prot- 
estants. This endangers the faith of 
Catholics. It remarks that in a vil- 
lage of Carinthia (Austria) an ad- 
dress of this character was rendered 
harmless by the violent ringing of the 
neighboring Catholic church bell. “We 
heartily commend this method for im- 
itation elsewhere,” it adds.

A number of French priests who 
have had some experience as crafts- 
men have recently given an exhibition 
in the Chateau Condes in Touraine of 
their handiwork. They have organ- 
ized themselves into a union and pur- 
pose in this way to eke out their in- 
comes cut down by disestablishment. 
The display included Gobelins woven 
by priests, fine book-bindings, lock- 
smith work, etc., together with the 
products of bee-keeping and small 
farming. This is indeed human- 
izing! How much better to sell honey, 
jellies, eggs and the like than Lourdes 
water or St. Anthony’s bread ?

The cross was 
brought out and the procession moved 
towards the cathedral with cries, wail- 
ings and scourgings. Two professors 
who refused to take off their hats were 
badly handled by the mob. According 
to one newspaper rain fell, according 
to another it did not.

In Skone, the large and fruitful 
southern province of Sweden, there 
are extensive beet-root farms and large 
refineries for the manufacture of su- 
gar. The owners of these industries 
have been importing considerable num- 
bers of Galicians to supply them with 
cheap labor.

courts of Libeck in Germany illus- 
trates the combination of Catholic pie- 
ty and low civilization which is the 
distinguishing mark of this as of all 
the Slavic Catholic peoples (Croats, 
Poles, Slovacks, Slovenes, and the 
like). A Galician working girl, 
Aniela Zabdyr, was summoned for de- 
stroying her new born child. She 
could neither read nor write, neither 
did she know her age. When she real- 
ized that she was with child she left 
Galicia and travelled to G6rlitz with 
the purpose of killing the babe there. 
She chose Gérlitz because “it was in 
a Protestant country where child mur- 
der was no sin,” she said. But as 
Gorlitz too near her Catholic 
home she felt uneasy and went fur- 
ther to Lubeck where she gave birth 
to a healthy child. This child she first 
sprinkled with holy water “in order 
to remove all sin from it” and then 
stifled it. The holy water she had 
brought with her.

The defeat of Catholic France in 
1870 and 1871 was the signal for re- 


markable, miraculous manifestations 
of the Virgin and Saints, as M. Han- 
otaux has told us in his recently pub- 
lished “Histery of the Third Repub- 
lic.” Similar consolations have come 
to the distressed Roman church to 
comfort it in its loss of 40,000,000 
francs annually and its privileged po- 
sition as a State institution. The bish- 
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op of St. Didel in his official diocesan 
paper relates that on May 27, 1907, at 
six o'clock, eight days after the crown- 
ing of the Virgin’s statute at Rémire- 
mont—at a time when a religious pro- 
cession was to have taken place if the 
government had not prevented it— 
there fell hail stones as large as hens’ 
eggs stamped like a medal with the 
Virgin in relief. The parish priest at 
Rémiremont published a long docu- 
ment in this same official paper, at- 
testing the fact by the witness of 107 
persons on oath—32 men, 64 women 
and 11 children—who asserted that 
they had seen the pictured hail stones. 
The report further instances the case 
of a pious couple who went out into 
their garden expecting to find the veg- 
etables entirely ruined but discovered 
that the stones had fallen thick in the 
paths but not on the growing plants. 
They remarked clearly the form of the 
Virgin and Babe with clothing and 
crown on the stones. Published with 
these facts are the attests of various 
professors, among others that of Prof. 
Pierre Duheim corresponding member 
of the Institute de France and Pro- 
fessor of Physics in the faculty of Bor- 
deaux. He declares this to be a case 
not explicable on mechanical grounds 
but only as the intervention of con- 
scious will. He asks whether this will 
be human, divine or devilish. “The 
last it cannot be, for the ev‘l one would 
never glorify the Virgin. It is indeed 
the finger of God.” Shall we have 
“miracles” like these in the United 
States to delude the people? 
a 

The present Pope has been adding 
to the number of saints in the Roman 
spiritual Valhalla. Mére Barat, who 
founded the “Sacred Heart Pensions” 
or cheap boarding houses in which 
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thousands of Catholic girls have been 
reared in an atmosphere of clericalism, 
takes her place with St. Joan of Arc. 
Marie Postel, a French nun of the 
18th century, has also been canonized. 
One of her sister nuns hearing her cry 
in her cell, “I suffer greatly but it is 
all for Thee, O God. Give me more, 
more pain,’ —looked through the key- 
hole and saw the pious nun hanging 
without support in the air. The in- 
ventor of a sacred medal has received 
like honors. 

At Favernay near Besangon there 
has just been held an Eucharistic Con- 
gress, in which ten bishops have par- 
ticipated, to celebrate the three hun- 
dredth anniversary of the miracle of 
Favernay. On May 25, 1608, sparks 
fell on the decorated altar of the Ben- 
edictine church, setting it ablaze. But 


the ‘‘monstrance”’ 


(which contained 


the “host”) was untouched by fire,—a 
heavenly hand having grasped it and 
held it aloft in the air for thirty-three 


hours. Only after a friend had cele- 
brated mass at a neighboring altar did 
it slowly descend. Fifty-four wit- 
nesses testified on oath to this miracle! 

The Bishop of St. Claude, who in- 
vited the faithful to the anniversary 
exercises, announced that the miracle 
was the pledge of the defeat of Prot- 
estantism along the whole line and the 
overthrow of “Modernism” which is 


a reflection of Protestant error.

Abbe Lémire, a deputy in the French 
chamber, introduced recently a motion 
looking to the establishment of ma- 
terial aid societies to secure for poor 
and aged priests provision in their last 
days. Senator Berger proposed to 
make the motion more acceptable to the 
Roman authorities by providing that 
“the pious foundations” for masses. 
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in behalf of the dead, which the French 
government expropriated, be 
turned over to these projected soci- 
eties. Lémire travelled to Rome to 
get papal sanction; out the Pope sus- 
pecting him to be an agent of the 
French government would not receive

him; and declared that, as the money 
in question might be paid to priests 
for saying mass who were touched 
with erroneous opinions, i. e. “Mod- 
ernists,” he would decline to sanction 
any such disposition of the foundation 
funds. So the poorer priests are with- 
out any prospect of help, the govern- 
ment keeping the money which might 
be applied to their relief because the 
Pope forbids them to receive it. So 


does the French government perse- 
cute! And the Pope? He contrib- 


utes 4,000 francs ($805) of the money 
sent to him as Peter’s pence, largely 
from France, for the impoverished 
lower French clergy. This rebate is 
their only satisfaction, and for this 
they must sa 2,000 masses at two 
francs each. 
a 

It will be remembered that Martin 
Luther in his pre-Reformation days, 
when on hands and knees he crawled 
up the Sancta Scala at Rome, regretted 
that his father and mother were still 
living because they could not benefit 
by the indulgences from purgatory 
which he was at that moment acquir- 
ing. The Sancta Scala is still in 
Rome and though four hundred years 
have passed since the Reformation, 
crowds of people are still crawling up 
and down the steps. The tenth Pius 
approves the devotion as thoroughly 
as the tenth Leo. Posted at the foot 
of the stairway is his rescript dated 
Feb. 26, 1908, “To all the faithful 


who ascend on their knees the sacred 
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steps praying and meditating on the 
sufferings of the Lord, a plenary in- 
dulgence each time for the souls in 
purgatory.” When the worshipper 
has reached and kissed the last step, 
he turns and casts his coin on a table 
back of a grating. One recalls at 
the sight the old Tetzelian verse, 
“When the gold rings in the box, the 
soul springs from purgatory.” 
a 

It was in Pirna in Saxony that Tet- 
zel threatened in case the money 
should not come in faster to take down 
the cross he had set up in the church 
and shut up the doors of heaven. Last 
February the following announcement 
was sent out all over the same Saxony 
to many Protestants as well as to 
Catholics : 

“We beg to call attention to the fact 
that during the month of March a 
solemn mass will be read every day in 
Riesa for the special benefit of those 
helping the church in that place. These 
masses have been instituted by the 
building committee and enable anyone 
to obtain the blessings and grace of 
the whole  thirty-one,—five high 
masses included, for one mark (25 
cents). The money will be applied to 
the building fund. There must be 
those who have special wishes for 
wife, family or relatives or who suffer 


from seasickness or from pecuniary 
distress. These masses are further 
applicable to the souls of the dead. 
Here is indeed an opportunity to ob- 
tain a rich store of grace at slight ex- 
pense since one mass usually costs 
more than the whole thirty-one. 
Respectfully,

If there were no Reformation move- 
ment in German-speaking lands it 
would, to paraphrase Voltaire, be nec- 
essary to invent one. Happily this 
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is not the case. Thousands are cut- 


ting loose from Rome in the German 
Empire as well as all over Austria in 
the “Los von Rom” movement.

Readers of the daily papers will 
recall that three months ago a fanatical 
Tyrolese mob invaded the precincts 
of the university of Innsbrtick to pro- 
test against the continuance of Profes- 
sor Wahrmund as teacher of Canon 
law in that university. Similar action 
on the part of Catholic mobs took 
place at Graz and Vienna. The Minis- 
ter of Education in th. capital yielded 
to these clamors and removed Profes- 
sor Wahrmund to Prague. 

What was Wahrmund’s offence? He 
had published a book on “The Cath- 
olic Point of View and Free Science” 
in which he, Catholic though he was, 
handled certain tendencies in that 
Church without gloves. Let us glance 
at one incident which he mentions— 
the driving out of the devil which took 
place at the Capuchin Cloister at 
Wendingen, July 13, 1891. A boy of 
ten years had become possessed of ten 
devils because though his father was a 
Catholic his mother was a Protestant. 
The father sent the lad to a Catholic 
school which raised the wrath of Prot- 
estant neighbors. One of these gave 
him fifty preserved pears to eat which 
intensified his state of possession. But 
by two days’ effort Father Aurelian 
succeeded in driving out the entire ten 
evil spirits from the boy’s person. 

When the _ professor protested 
against such stories the mob with clubs 
and stones raised against him howled 
him down, and he had to go. We 
would suggest that President Eliot 
invite this professor to lecture on the 
Paul Dudley Foundation at Harvard 
University. He might bring a rav of 
light into that institution. 

It may be added that as one result 
of this persecution of Professor 
Wahrmund twenty-six university stu- 
dents were received on June 28, 1908, 
into the Protestant church of Inns- 
briick and thirteen more on July 5, 
seceded from Rome to the same 
church.

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THE BODY AND THE SPIRIT.

[From “Christian Principles,” a 
volume just published, containing the 
lectures delivered in the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, New York, in 
the spring of 1907, under the auspices 
of the Bible Teacher’s Training 
School. | 

F, as the body is the house of the 

soul, the soul is the house of the 
spirit; if in very deed and truth the 
essential and final thing is the spirit— 
what then? Then the message of 
Christianity is the supreme message, 
and all things we preach are the su 
preme things. Then the first business 
of every human life is not to inquire: 
What shall I eat, or what shall I drink 
or wherewithal shall I be clothed? 
The first business of human life is the 
culture of the spirit; and because of 
sin the very first necessity thereto is 
the salvation of the spirit. A far more 
important thing than that I should 
have a place to lay my head, or bread 
to eat, is that this spirit of mine should 
be right with God. That is the mean- 
ing of the Bible; that is the message 
of Christianity; that is the reason of 
Calvary; that is the value of Pente- 
cost. 

All these recognize the dignity of 
human life. They protest against the 
degrading influences of the material- 
istic ideal which treats a man as mere- 
ly dust. What, then, of the body? This 
conception does not issue in the de- 
gradation of the body. 
ennoblement. 


It demands its 
“Know ye not that ye 
are a temple of God, and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you?” was 
spoken to saints. How do we become 
the temple of the Holy Spirit? By 
the fellowship of the spirit of a 
man with the Spirit of God. The ob- 
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vious deduction is that the body must 
be fitted tor the spirit, and used by the 
The the medium 


spirit. body is 


through which the spirit, which is the 


essential life, makes its impression on 
others. Then, how careful I should 
be of the body! It must be guarded 
from all abuse, in order that it may be 
the fitting instrument of the spirit. And 
relatively, what is the application of 
this truth? If man is a spirit, the off- 
spring of God who is Spirit, the su- 
preme thing in every human life is 
that man should answer God in fel- 
lowship of friendship, of service, of 
suffering if need be, and of ultimate 
victory. 

Some people professed irritation 
with a little card which was widely 
circulated in England during a great 
evangelistic campaign conducted there 
a little ago, on which 
printed the words: “Get right with

God.” But that is the essence of the 
message which Christianity gives, and 
which the world needs to-day, in in- 
dividual, social, and national life. All 
life out of harmony with God issues 
in dire disaster. 

And yet again, a man who is right 
with God is always right with his 
A man who speaks about 


being right with God, yet who has 


brother. 
had no consciousness or care about 
being right with others, is a liar. I 
borrow that forceful description from 
inspired Writ, and it is interesting to 
remember that it was not Peter who 
wrote it. It was John of the mystic 
vision, of the beating heart, the man 
who wrote of love perpetually. It 
was he who said that a man who de- 
clares he loves God and does not love 
his brother is a liar. Let the word 
burn itself upon our conscience, m 


case we forget it. The basis of broth- 
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erhood is not material, but spiritual. 
No man will have learned what it is 
to live as he ought to live with his 
fellow-man until he has discovered his 
own spiritual nature and that of his 
brother in the discovery of the spirit- 
ual relationship between man and God. 

Here, as always, everything centers 
in Christ. He is the Revelation of the 
spiritual. Listen to His words—not 
merely His set discourses, but those 
incidental things that fell from His 
lips, and it will be seen how He lived 
perpetually in the spiritual, recogniz- 
ing His relation to God, seeking first 
His Kingdom, speaking of Him as of 
His Father, for evermore at the cen- 
ter of His life related to Him, and 
recognizing that relationship. It will 
be seen, moreover, how that recogni- 
tion of the fact affected His relation 
He was no ascetic, shut- 
ting Himself away from the affairs 
of men, and attempting to realize His 
own sanctity by the guardianship of 
bricks and stones and mortar. He 
mixed familiarly among men, and so 
lived that the ascetics of His age said 
of Him that He was a gluttonous man 
and a wine-bibber. Yet by His spirit- 
ual relationship He made things ma- 
terial to flame and flash with glory, 
and shine in radiant purity. 

But He did more. He not only gave 
us a revelation; He acted in media- 
tion; and when He, through the eter- 
nal Spirit, offered Himself to God, He 
made a way by which His banished 
ones might return, by which the spirits 
who had lost their way through their 
own rebellion might be brought back 
again into fellowship, and in the re- 
consciousness of the spirituality of 
their nature might begin to live from 
the true center, and so affect in truth 
the whole circumference.

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GOOD BOOKS. 


HE publishers of books in the 
United States declare they will 
“take no risks” in issuing works that 
draw the line sharply between Prot- 
estantism and Romanism; and they 
add, “It does not pay.” Hence authors 
of such works have to defray the ex- 
penses of publication, and their ignor- 
ance of the publishing business and 
the methods of circulation adds to the 
cost of producing such works. 
3ut in Great Britain there are many 
publishers who find that it “pays” to 
issue such works. Foremost among 
these we would place Messrs. Morgan 
and Scott, 12 Paternoster Buildings, 
London, the publishers of the great 
evangelical and missionary weekly pa- 
per, The Christian. Messrs. Hodder 
and Stoughton, Warwick Square, 
London, are also in the same rank. In 
Scotland Messrs. T. and T. Clark, 
Edinburgh, and the Drummond Tract 
Repository, Stirling, publish many 
works that exalt the Christian faith 
and the heroes of Protestantism and 
place Romanism in its proper place, an 
inferior one. The former are the pub- 
lishers of the Rev. Dr. John A. 
Bain’s “New Reformation,” and from 
the press of the latter comes the de- 
lightful book, “Geraldine de Lisle,” 
which appeared as a serial in THE 
CONVERTED CATHOLIC, and is issued in 
a handsome volume.

\ DESCENDANT OF THE HUGUENOTS. 

“In the notice of my book that ap- 
peared in THe Converted CATHOLIC 
you credit me with an intimate ac- 
quaintance with Roman Catholic teach- 
ings and practice. This I owe mainly 
to the early instruction of Godly par- 
ents—sadly, alas, wanting in these lat- 
ter days. My father was a faithful 
evangelical minister of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, and my mother a 
highly gifted and worthy descendant 
of a Huguenot ancestor who at the 
Revocation of the Edict of Nantes 
left, like many others, country and 
worldly possessions and prospects for 
Christ’s sake, and came over to I[re- 
land with William III. and fought at 
the Battle of the Boyne, and finally 
settled in Dublin, where God pros- 
pered him, and where his descendants 
have occupied a highly respected po- 
sition ever since. 

“The custom of my dear mother 
was to read to us children on Sunday 
evenings. ‘Foxe’s Book of Martyrs,’ 
which made us all strong Protestants. 
I think I must have had from my ear- 
liest years a love of controversy, as I 
remember how (though I must have 
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been very young at the time) I en- 
joyed those lengthened arguments be- 
tween Latimer and the other Reform- 
ers and the Roman prelates. ‘D’Au- 
bigne’s History. of the Reformation,’ 
was likewise thoroughly enjoyed, and 
the story of Martin Luther and his 
noble stand at the Diet of Worms was 
of thrilling interest to us, and also the 
History of the Waldenses and Al- 
bigenses. 

“My mother was so anxious to do 
good among the Irish Roman Catho- 
lics that she learned the Irish language 
and taught it to us. The people 
about us of course were peculiarly 
bigoted and priest-ridden. 

“We have been troubled lately by 
the endeavor to carry out that proces- 
sion of the Host in London, and are 
thankful it was not successful. It 
seems so unreasonable that a ceremony 
not allowed to be held at the head- 
quarters of Romanism and in the city 
of the head of their church should be 
forced upon a great Protestant city, 
a ceremonial so utterly repugnant to 
the principles of those who make God’s 
Word and His Truth the standard of 
their faith, a mode of action con- 
demned even by two of their own pre- 
lates, Archbishop Murray of Dublin, 
and Bishop Doyle of Kildare, wh>n 
the Catholic Emancipation Act was 
passed by the English Parliament in 
1829, as you will see by the enclosed 
newspaper clipping.

ROME FLOUTS ALL LAWS. 


The clipping referred to by our 
esteemed correspondent is a communi- 
cation to the Dublin Daily Express by 
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Mr. T. B. Robertson, Limerick, in 
which the declaration of the Roman 
Catholic Archbishop before a commit- 
tee of the House of Commons in 1825 
is quoted: “Public processions in the 
street, out of their places of worship, 
I would not think at all advisable in a 
country as mixed as ours is, where the 
different denominations are blended 
together, and where, of course, one 
description of persons might receive 
ground of offence from these external 
ceremonies.” 

Bishop Doyle who was a great con- 
troversalist and a learned man and 
who it was said had been converted 
to the Protestant faith before his 
death, declared before the same com- 
mittee: 


I think, wherever different religion- 
ists are living in the same country, the 
carrying abroad in the open-air, and 
the exposing to view the ceremonies 
of a religion, is not consistent with 
sound sense, or that prudence which 
ought always to govern States; and, 
therefore, 1 think that those proces- 
sions in the open-air, outside the pre- 
cincts of a church, ought to be guarded 
against, even by law, if it were thought 
advisable, and to this I would make 
no exception, except as to the attend- 
ance of clergymen at funerals, and 
that attendance I would have so regu- 
lated that his clerical dress, and the 
external show which attends the per- 
formance of that rite, should be ex- 
hibited only at the burial place, and 
not paraded through the streets, or 
through any place where it would of- 
fend the view or hurt the feelings of 
persons of different religious denom- 
inations. I think it desirable that laws 
should be enacted lest the indiscretion 
of foolish men, by parading these 
things abroad, might create feelings 
in the community which would tend to 
evil. I should wish that such provi- 
sions were made. 


Trusting in the good faith of the 
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Roman Catholic hierarchy the British 
Parliament passed the Emancipation 
Act giving full civil and religious lib- 
erty to Roman Catholics and expressly 
forbidding all outdoor religious cere- 
monies and processions. For a time 
the high priests of Rome obeyed the 
law, but of late years the “Catholic 
vote” has become such an important 
factor in the politics of Great Britain 
and Ireland that the Roman Catholic 
leaders thought the time was ripe for 
the assertion of the supremacy of their 
Church over all laws and regulations 
made by any human authority. The 
Church of Rome is bound by no law, 
human or divine, except what ema- 
nates from the Curia or from the Pope 
personally. and 
people should always remember that. 
In the foregoing letter of the au- 
thor of “Geraldine de Lisle” we learn 
that sound doctrine was imbibed by 
this family from their earliest years. 
The books read to the children by a 
Godly mother had their effect in build- 
ing up strong Christian characters that 
glorified God, purified society and dig- 
nified human nature. Are such good 
books to be found in the homes of 
Christian people in this generation? 
Do pastors of churches commend such 
books to their congregations? Are 
they accessible to readers in the pub- 
lic libraries or in the reading rooms of 
the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion? We shall be pleased to hear 
from our readers on this subject.

fully omit to mention the name of 
Christ or His Gospel of salvation, in 
all their work for the uplift of hu- 
manity. The “Catholic and Jewish 
humanity” to whom these workers 
cater, while receiving all their bene- 
factions, have really little respect for 
them, because they seem to be with- 
out serious religious convictions.

The New York Examiner (Baptist) 
recently contained a forcible edi- 
torial headed “An Intolerant 
Church,” which set forth some of 
the reasons why that excellent paper 
could not congratulate the Roman 
hierarchy on the celebration of the 
centennial of the organization of the 
diocese of New York. It concluded 
with these words: “No, we are too 
fully committed to the great princi- 
ple of freedom of conscience to per-

Already the young men and 
girls are rebelling against the stern, 
uncompromising ban; the Catholic 
population is at a standstill, and the 
reason of this is undoubtedly the 
prejudice that has long existed 
against mixed marriages.” Further 
on he says: “The decree won’t bear 
analysis and investigation. . . In 
a country where Catholics predomi- 
nate, mixed marriages may be easily 
avoided; but in England they are 
more or less a necessity.” The let- 
ter closes with this prediction: “In- 
stead of benefiting Catholicism, the 
Papal decree will injure the progress 
of the ancient faith in England. It 
will create rebels in place of adher- 
ents; it will breed resentment in place 
of loyalty. For such are the evil 
fruits of coercion.”

His Bishop (Burke) 
ruled that he was not a suicide, as 
he believed him not to be responsible 
for the act, which he attributed to 
ill-health caused by overwork. He 
gave directions that the funeral 
should take place from the church 
and that the interment should be in 
consecrated ground.

The Chinese Government has can- 
celled the Imperial decree of 1899 
by which official rank was accorded 
to Roman Catholic priests and 
bishops. The abuse of the positions 
and the status thus bestowed was one 
of the most potent factors in pro- 
ducing the Boxer outbreak against 
all foreigners in 1900, following as 
it did continual meddling and inter- 
fering with local officials on behalf 
of those who called themselves: their 
converts. Forty-six bishops will lose 
viceregal rank and eleven hundred 
priests will cease to rank as prefects.

The Board of Education of Jersey 
City, recently heard a petition from 
Roman Catholic societies that grad- 
uates of the parochial schools should 
be admitted to the High School 
merely on presentation of a certifi- 
cate. During the hearing, President 
George G. Tennant asked Alderman 
Kinkead, a spokesman for the 
priests, what he had to say about the 
same supervision being exercised by 
the Board of Education over paro- 
chial schools as it has now over pub- 
lic schools. Mr. Kinkead replied: 
“We would want to retain our own 
supervision; but we will hand the 
local school authorities our examina- 
tion papers for parochial school grad- 
uates.” The petition was rejected by 
a vote of 9 to 3. 

There must be some things going 
on in the Jersey City parochial 
schools that Mr. Kinkead and the 
other Papal agents do not wish the 
Board of Education to find out.

A special despatch from Rome to 
the New York Times recently an- 
nounced the arrest at Aosta, Italy, of 
Canon Jaccod, a beneficiary of the ca- 
thedral and Professor of Natural Sci- 
ence at the Diocesan Seminary ; Canon 
Noussan, ex-Chancellor of the dio- 
cese ; and Abate Nicandro Personettaz. 


The first was found in an intoxicated 
condition in an Aosta café, after hav- 


ing negotiated $10,000 worth of stolen 
notes among local merchants and 
friends in Rome, A bundle worth $1,- 
500 was found on his person. He 
made a confession, implicating the 
other two. 

According to these confessions, the 
guilty prelates secured possession of 
the keys of the cathedral’s strong room 
in 1903 through the Diocesan Chan- 
cellor, Noussan, during a period of 
three months in which a complete set 
had been confided to his keeping. They 
then employed a locksmith to make a 
duplicate set from pewter casts they 
had prepared for the purpose. These 
casts were dug up in Canon Jaccod’s 
garden the other day by the police. 

The strong room of the Cathedral 
had been robbed of money and securi- 
ties to the value of $100,000. One 
reason why the loss is so great is al- 
leged to be that, acting on instructions 
from Rome, the Bishop had obtained 
from the parish priests of his diocese 
all the title deeds and securities be- 
longing to their respective parishes, 
and stored them in the cathedral 
strong room, so that four years of sys- 
tematic misappropriations have beg- 
gared half the parishes of the diocese. 

The ex-Chancellor, Noussan, who 
is now a wealthy landlord in the dis- 
trict, is accused of having accumu- 
lated his riches through clandestine 
commerce in sacred furniture. Among 
other misdeeds laid to his charge is 
that of having sold twenty-five fine 
high-relief statues that adorned the 
thirteenth century choir of Aosta Ca- 
thedral, substituting for them secretly 
copies made by a local artist. 
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Growth of Religious Orders. 
Where the graft is, there will the 
grafters assemble in force. The 
Franciscans have no intention of 
letting the Servites and the other 
monks and nuns who have left 
France for France’s good and who 
are kept out of Roman Catholic 
countries for the good of those 
lands, have all the fine things to 
themselves that ignorant or good- 
natured Protestants have to give 


away—for supposed political or 
other considerations. 
Recently Father Denis Schuler, 


Minister General of the Order of 
Friars Minor and the General of 
the Franciscans throughout the 
world, visited New York, intend- 
ing to remain in this country sev- 
eral months. He is the one hun- 
dred and fifth successor of St. Fran- 
cis d’Assisi, and the second German 
general of the order. He speaks, 
besides his native tongue, English, 
French, Flemish, Italian and Span- 
ish. 

He is also consultor of the Con- 
gregation of Propaganda. There are 
under his jurisdiction 16,977 friars 
of the first order, 8,129 of whom are 
priests. The various provinces to 
which they belong number 81, and 
these again inclose 1,436 houses. 
In the United States there are three 
provinces, together with the Italian 
and Polish custodies, which amount 
in all to 101 houses and 1,008 friars. 
These figures do not include the 
Poor Clares, or second order, which 
numbers 9,692 sisters, occupying 
488 houses; nor the third order, 
Secular, which has a membership of 


1,098,840, comprising 5,895 congre- 
gations. The number of tertiaries 
in this country is 26,413. 
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Roman Catholics and Jews. 

In its always interesting “Talk of 
the Day” in the editorial page, the 
New York Tribune, our foremost met- 
ropolitan newspaper, we find items of 
news and comments that are worth 
quoting. In its issue of October 26, 
we read: 

In speaking of the fact that the Rev. 
Dr Emil G. Hirsch was asked to de- 
liver the prayer at the dinner given for 
Mr. Taft and Mr. Bryan by the Chi- 
cago Commercial Association, “The 
American Israelite” says that to those 
who look below the surface this se- 
lection had a deep significance. It 
was not an isolated case, and similar 
ones are “becoming quite common,” 
says “The Israelite,” adding: “It is 
easily evident that the rivalry and con- 
sequent friction between the Roman 
Catholic and the Protestant churches 
is continuously increasing and grow- 
ing more strenuous. By asking a 
rabbi to officiate neither of the rivals 
can feel that the other has been pre- 
ferred, and, if not quite satisfied, can- 
not very well complain.” 

The Jewish paper is evidently proud 
and happy that its people are used by 
politicians and public men as a choice 
between Protestants and Catholics. 
But it is mistaken in thinking that 
there is “rivalry” or “friction” be- 
tween the Protestant and Roman Cath- 
olic Churches. If it had said that the 
rivalry between the Catholics and the 
Jews in New York City and other 
large centers of population in the 
United States was “continuously in- 
creasing and growing more strenu- 
ous,” it would have stated the facts 
of the case. This is, or was, a Prot- 
estant nation, but to judge by the ac- 
tions of our public men it is now di- 
vided between the Roman Catholics 
and Jews, as seen in the exclusion of 
the Bible from the public schools in 
many of the States. Protestants have 
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been so tolerant and liberal that they 
have given way and surrendered their 
principles, first to the Roman Catho- 
lics and now to Catholics and 
Jews. The “Catholic claims” are 
persistently urged by the Papal 
agents, and the accommodating Amer- 
ican Protestants, for policy and peace, 
allow them to have their way. It is 
a strange thing in our generation that 
while Catholic nations and peoples are 
rejecting Popery and casting out the 
unclean thing that has oppressed them, 
Protestants should favor and patron- 
ize it—not by “going over to Rome” 
or accepting its doctrines, but by ac- 
tively supporting it in its destructive 
work of retaining under its control the 
people who have come to this country 
to escape from the poverty, ignorance 
and degradation from which they had 
suffered under the rule of Rome. 
Catholics are leaving the Roman 
Church in large numbers, but a great 
multitude would withdraw from it 
and become Christians like other Amer- 
icans if Protestants would welcome 
them into the household of faith and 
withhold their patronage and support 
from the Pope’s Church.

Sir:—Among the greetings that you received on your return from 
Europe there was none from me, but here is one now. I do not know 
whether you will appreciate it, but I believe it will do you good if you 
I am a friend 
of yours, Cardinal, and would help you to be a good Christian and a 
good citizen. That is more than can be said of your friend, Joseph 
Sarto, Pope Pius X, whom you visited in Rome, or of the one hundred 
so-called Protestants and Jews who called on you in Baltimore on your 
return to that city last month and presented you with a silver loving 
cup and a fulsome address. The reception you met from the Roman 
Catholics of Baltimore was what might be expected. You have been a 
good representative of the Pope of Rome, whose commands are to them 
the voice of God, and you have kept them in the faith of their ancestors— 
blind obedience to all the doctrines of the Roman Catholic Church, includ- 
ing, of course, the exclusion of Protestant heretics from the heavenly king- 
dom. So they assembled in their tens of thousands and marched through 
the streets of the city with flags waving and banners flying in the 
October breeze, men and boys carrying arms, real guns, and making 


All this was to be expected from the Roman Catholics who believe 
that you as the alter ego of the Pope are the custodian of the keys of 
heaven to admit or exclude whom you please. All who believe in your

In addition to the loving cup the Cardinal was presented a framed 
testimonial upon which were engraved the names of the donors of the 
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ranged the presentation. He obtained subscriptions from business men 
and the clergy of other creeds. When the members of the delegation had 
assembled Mr. Scully introduced the donors to the Cardinal. 

Ex-Congressman Schirm said: “Your Eminence, this delegation, 
which has designated me as its spokesman, 1s composed of a hundred of 
your non-Catholic fellow-citizens, who wish to add their cordial greetings 
to those so heartily tendered you yesterday upon your safe return from 
the lands beyond the seas to your dear, old native Baltimore. In this 
delegation are Lutherans, Methodists, Baptists and Hebrews, and, in- 
deed, a Jewish rabbi, while two of us are Spiritualists. Our mission is 
not connected with any religious sentiment, except it be that broad, deep, 
Heaven-born sentiment which delights to pay affectionate tribute to all 
great and good men, irrespective of creed, who labored for the welfare 
and happiness of their fellow-beings. 

“It is our most earnest wish and desire that in this land, dedicated to 
civil and religious liberty and hallowed by the blood of many unselfish 
patriots, all men of all religions may dwell together in harmony and 
peacefully work out the great problems which mankind must meet in 
the onward progress from lower to higher things.” Mr. Schirm besides 
being a Spiritualist, is very prominent in the Republican party. 

As the Cardinal arose to respond, he smiled and hesitated. 

“T have not words sufficiently eloquent,” he said, slowly, “to express 
the gratitude which fills my heart at this unexpected kindness. I am 
overwhelmed by the sentiment of the well-chosen words of your well- 
chosen spokesman. 


“Kindnesses were bestowed upon me in Rome, Italy, Switzerland, 


England, Ireland and many other places, but I am more profoundly 


moved by your presence here to-day and the sentiment which prompted 
it. 


“The difference in our faith is important and I cannot but appreciate 
this great honor. Thanks to God we stand upon the great platform of 
humanity and common charity.” 


Having finished the little bit of formality he had assumed Cardinal 
Gibbons ended in his characteristic democratic manner. At the con- 
clusion he walked over to Mr. Schirm, grasped his hand warmly and 
made a few remarks after which he said, aloud: 

“And where is Dr. Rosenau?” 


Rev. Dr. Rosenau walked forward and shook hands with the Cardinal, 
who thanked him for his presence. 

The Baltimore paper prints the list of those who made the presenta- 
tion, four-fifth of whom bear the names of German or Russian families. 
The Americans were conspicuous by their absence, though .we may 
assume that Mr. Peter J. Scully, “a Catholic and a member of the Hi- 
bernians,” did not overlook them in soliciting subscriptions for the oc- 
casion. It speaks well for the Protestants of Baltimore that they did 
not fall victims to the blandishments of Mr. Scully. Here in New York, 
which is overflowing with Catholic canvassers and begging nuns, few 
Protestants refuse to contribute to the treasury of Rome. It throws a 
sidelight on your “popularity” in Baltimore to see how this “non- 
Catholic” tribute was engineered. Notwithstanding the fulsome praise 
of those queer “Protestants” vou were careful to remind them that “the 
difference in our faith is important.” They may have thought this re- 
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mark in bad taste on this joyful occasion, but as a true Romanist you 
could not allow any opportunity to pass without intimating that the 
Roman Catholic organization was the only true Church.

reported at first to be $200,000, it was confidently expected that an- 
other Cardinal’s hat would come to America. But whether the amount 
of money was not sufficient or your advocacy of Farley’s claims was 
only half-hearted, as if you did not really desire to share your honors 
with a colleague in this country, the fact remains that there was no 
red hat for Archbishop Farley. Thus the situation became embar- 
rassing.

In diplo- 
matic parlance, you were taken “conveniently” sick, which was duly 
announced in the newspapers, and you withdrew to the pure air of 
Switzerland. From there you went to England without visiting that 
great “Catholic country,” France. Ah! Cardinal, you avoided France 
because the liberty loving people of that Republic have found out the 
true character of your Church and have freed themselves from the in- 
cubus of that malign institution, Thank God! France, “the eldest 
daughter of the Church,” as that country was called when I was at 
school there forty-five years ago, has learned at last what an enemy of 
civil and religious liberty the Papacy has been. So you did not visit 
that beautiful country or the other “Catholic” nations which are aspiring 
and hoping for freedom by casting off the yoke of Rome. Instead of 
being received in those countries with cordiality and acclaimed as the 
representative of the free people of the United States, you know you 
would be accounted the emissary of the Pope. They might say to you 
what the Irishman said to Archbishop Glennon of St. Louis recently. 
The story was told at a meeting of the Presbyterian ministers in Chi- 
cago the other day, and it was sent to me by Rev. W. Jobusch, of Mc- 
Cormick Theological Seminary. 

Archbishop Glennon is fond of walking, and in one of his peregriria- 
tions he met a gang of workmen, mostly Irish, who gave him the 
customary salute as he passed by. The foreman of the gang was an 
Italian, who did not lift his hat to the archbishop. Noticing this Dr. 
Glennon said to one of the men: 

“How do you like working for a ‘dago’ boss?” 

With a twinkle in his eye, the man replied, “How do you, Archbishop? 
Your Pope is an Italian, and he is a ‘dago’ too.” 

The archbishop hastily resumed his walk. 

You went to England where the toleration towards all forms of re- 
ligion is as extreme as in the United States. Your purpose in going there 
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was to attend the Eucharistic Congress, which was intended to impress 
the English people with the power and strength of the Church of Rome. 
For three hundred years there had been nothing like that assemblage 
on English soil. The Reformation had put an end to the supremacy 
of the Pope, and the Roman Curia thought the time had come to re- 
assert it. Cardinal Vannutelli was sent by the Pope as Legate, in the 
hope that he would be received by King Edward; six other Cardinals 
and yourself accompanied him, while a crowd of archbishops, bishops, 
abbots and monsignors and hundreds of priests made a dazzling array. 
The widely heralded intrusion of the Papal Legate upon British 
soil was effected, it is true; but he was not received by King Edward. 
When Cardinal Pole visited London in 1554, at the behest of Queen Mary 
and Philip of Spain, the Lords and Commons sought absolution from 
him and asked to be received into the Roman Church. When Cardinal 


Vannutelli appeared on the streets in 1908, British Protestants sang, 
“Rule, Britannia!” 


Fifty Protestant societies, by organized efforts, succeeded in com- 
pelling the Government to enforce the law against the procession of the 
“Host” and the wearing of sacerdotal vestments. 

You preached the sermon of the occasion, Cardinal, and with char- 
acteristic cunning sought to please the English people by referring to 
their love of civil and religious liberty. For this you were roundly 


abused by the militant Irish, who attribute all the “woes of Ireland” to 
English “despotism.” 

So the Eucharistic Congress was a fiasco, and you were glad to 
return to the United States, where your Church meets with no opposition 
because the American people are ignorant of its history, and have not 
yet learned its true character. Some of us were startled by the declara- 
tion of Archbishop Ireland at St. Louis last month when the corner- 
stone of the new cathedral was laid, that in the not distant future the 
United States would have a Roman Catholic President. Don’t you want 
to live to see that day, Cardinal? I do not; nor do I wish to go to 
heaven before my time; therefore, I pray with all my heart and soul: 
“God save our Republic from Popery and priestcraft.” 

The election of Mr. Taft to the Presidency on the third of this month 
was due, you claim, to the “Catholic vote.” I don’t dispute it, but let us 
hope that Mr. Taft as President of the United States will not favor your 
Church as Mr. Roosevelt has done. We thank God that Governor Hughes 
has been re-elected in this state.
